Judith Thompson’s play fearlessly explores the dark side of human 
existence. Without rendering judgment, Thompson depicts the aspects of 
ourselves and of our society that we often do not want to see. As we plunge 
into her world we find that these are not just characters in a play but people 
we know, people we recognize from the media and from our daily lives. Her 
work is characterized by her sensitive use of poetic naturalism and a distinct 
use of Canadian dialects. In his introduction to the play, Richard Paul 
Knowles wrote, "Lion in the Streets 1s a profoundly disruptive, socially 
subversive, and deeply religious play". Lion in the Streets has also been 
nominated for this year’s Governor General’s Award for Drama. We are 
very pleased to have the opportunity to present this play written by a 
Canadian woman playwright.
